Action is Regarded ts a Big 


victory for tne Mexican 


Insurgents. 


Mexico City, March 25.—Seiior Li- 


mantour's efforts to induce his col- 
leagues in the Mexican cabinet 
to 


help him institute the much needed 
reforms in the government for which 
the public has clamored, has proved 
futile. 


The result was a dissension among 


the ministers, and at a special meet- 
ing last night the satire Diaz cab- 
inet resigned. 
. 


Among the reforms urged by Li- 


mantour, to meet half wa> the 
de- 


mands of the rebels, was the division 
on easy terms among the poor of the 
vast 
idle estates 
in the 
republic. 


These were bitterly opposed by hi* 
colleagues, as was also the proposed 
new election franchise 
and 
other 


sweeping ballot changes. 


Senor Limantour will probably be 


asked to form a new ministry. 


The reason given for the action or 


•the cabinet in an official 
announce- 


ment is the Belief that it will contrib- 
ute to the re-establishment of peace 
and facilitate the reforms that art 
in eontemplation. 


• Enrique C- Creel, minister of for- 
eign relations, presented the resigna- 
tions in behalf of all of tne ministers 
General Diaz thanked the 
retiring 


members for their efficient and pat- 
riotic co-operation in the past and an- 
nounced that he would postpone hfs 
acceptance or rejection until later. 


The resignation included that o; 


Ramon Coral as minister of t'-'-e de 
partment of gobernacion. correspond- 
ing to thp department of the interio: 
in the United States, but not as vice 
president.

SCORE OF PASSENGERS 


KILLED WHEN TRAIN 
PLUNGED FROM TRESTLE 


Wilmington, N. C., Ma rch 26.—A score of persons 


are dead and many are injured and missing following a 
wreck on the Atlanta Coast line near here this morning. 
The wreck occurred on a trestle 75 feet high spanning 
the Alapha river in Georgia and when the wreck crew 
arrived the trestle was lying in the river bed. The train 
wrecked is the 36-hour train between Chicago and Jack- 
sonville. 


Officials of the road dec lare another train safely 


crossed the trestle 45 minut es before the wreck. An in- 
vestigation to determine whether the trestle had been 
tampered with will be started at once. Scenes of horror 
attended the wreck women were crawling through the 
debris looking for relatives or friends. One Pullman left 
the track and plunged to the river, killing or injuring 
practically every occupant. Several were, drowned in 
their berths. Reports at Atlanta say ten bodies have 
been recovered from the wreck, eight having been identi- 
fied.

O'Donnell did not know, and a fireman 
were in the cab with the engineer. Th'c 
guard. O'Donnell says, ordered 
the 


men away, and when they refused to 
go. fired a shot over their heads. They 
returned the fire and a sharp battle 
followed 


The clothing of the detective was 


>riddled with bullet holes according to 
the engineer, but he was not wounded. 
O'Donnell believes at least two of the 
mountaineers were shot. 


At King's Mountain the engine of 


O'Connor's, was surrounded 
in 
the 


same manner by about 13 mountain- 
pprs. The firing on his engine, how- 
ever, was unprovoked, according to his 
story. When the first shot was fired. 
O'Connors, to protect himself, fell to 
the bottom of the cab. 
One bullet, 


however, struck him in the hip. 
He 


was rushed to the hospital here at 
once. 


Four trains are reported tied up at 


King's Mountain and two at Eubank, 
whwe firemen have quit- Paul Suggs 
of St. Louis, a sruard. was shot three 
t'nies last night when a mob at King's 
Mountain surrounded train No. 76. At 
the hospital here where he was brought 
this morning he said the train was 
flagged by a party of mountaineers, 
who opened fire at once. Thr^e fire- 
men who were on the train, fled 
The 


train was surrounded and Suggs, who 
made a stand for a time, was wounded 
twice in thp back and once in the foot.

Recipes for March 26. 1911. 
Consomme. Take two pounds of lean 


beef from the round, a small chicken, 
two ounces of lean ham. one small 
onion, two sprigs of parsley, one-fourth 
of a small carrot, two bay leaves, two 
stalks of celery and six cloves. Wipe 
and cut the beef into small pieces; 
cut the chicken as for fricassee; cover 
with cold water and stand on the back 
of the stove where it will slowly beat. 
Simmer .for four hours. 
Try out a 


slice of bacon, add the ham cut in dice, 
the onion and carrot sliced. Fry to a 
delicate brown: add to the stock v.ith 
the remainder of the vegetable, cutting 
the celery in pieces. Let the 
soup 


simmer for another hour, strain and 
stand away to cool. When cold care- 
fully remove the fat from the surface. 
Put in a kettle over the fire; add the 
whites and shells of two eggs beaten 
lightly with two tablespoonfuls of cold 
•water, a pinch of celery seed and the 
juice of half a lemon. Let it boil for 
five minutes take from the fire, skim 
carefully and strain through a cloth 
When ready to serve, heat again, col- 
or with cannel and season. The sonp 
should be perfectly clear, but amber in 
color. 


Victoria Jelly. Drain from a jar of 


canned red cherries one cupful of the 
syrup. Soak one-quarter of a cupful 
of gelatine in one-quarter of a cupful 
of cold water, set the cup in a bo%vl of 
hot water and stir until dissolved- Add 
it to the cherry syrup and stand aside 
to stiffen. Scald one cupful of cream, 
stir into it two 
tablespoonfuls 
of 


sugar, add one-quarter of a box of 
gelatine soaked, and stir until 
dis- 


solved. Strain, 
flavor 
with a little 


vanilla and one drop of cinnamon ex- 
tract and stand away. 
Make some 


lemon jelly with one pint of water, 
one-half of a box of gelatine, soaked, 
one-half of a cupful of sugar and the 
jnice of two large lemons. Rinse 
a 


quart mold in cold water and put in 
sufficient of the 'emon jeliy to cover 
th.-> bottom a quarter of an ia-.-h deep. 
Tuin out the white and red jellies an-1 
cut them into half inch dice. When 
the layer of jelly is firm drop in some 
bits of both kinds and cover with a wc- 
ond layer of the lemon jelly, -which 
should hfe slightly thick, like vvv rich 
syrup. When it is stiff put in another 
layer ^ the colored jelly, and PO on 
until the mold is full. Put on ice un- 
til firm.

Washington, March 
25. — Though 


some recruiting officers report big in- 
creases in applications for enlistment 
in the arm\ since the beginning or 
the military demonstration on the 
Texan border, army officers predict 
that the actual increase in the arm\ 
will be small. 


They base this prediction upon the 


small percentage of applicants who 
are accepted from 
among the 
vat't 


number applying. During the last 
fiscal jear, only 14 per cent of those 
applying were finally enlisted in the 
military ser\iee. In 58 maiu recruit- 
ing stations. 94.121 men applied for 
enlistment, of which 7s, 777 were re- 
jected. Of the 15,344 accepted 
at 


the recruiting stations. 2387 were 
later rejected at the recruiting de- 
pots. These figures do not include 
the vast number, probably seieral 
hundred thousand, it is estimated, 
who were rejected without examina- 
tion by the recruiting officers at all 
the stations. These include men oi 
obvious physical defects, men plainl> 
under or o\er age, and others who 
bear the stamp of immorality or 
trampdom. No record is kept of these 
rejections. 


It has been the experience of the 


araiy recruiting officers that applica- 
tions for enlistment are increased by 
any series of events which bring the 
army into prominence, especially if it 
seems likely that there will be oppor- 
tunity for field service. The 
most 
extensive increases, however, appear 
when volunteers are called out. Xot 
only are civilians more attracted to 
volunteer organizations than 
the 


the regulars, but also a greater pro- 
portion are accepted, because the ex- 
amination of applicants is not nearly 
so rigid and searching. The regular 
recruit examiners are. experts, train- 
ed to detect every imperfection in 
the physique or health of applicants.
